The notes of the 
organ could be heard by those on the outside. 
Century Old Hell Tolls 
From the church belfry came the tolling of the bell more 
than a century old. 
It had been rung upon the death of all 
presidents since 182*2. 
A pew on the right was reserved for the president and 
Mrs. He x>ver. 
They had arranged to accompany the body 
from the church to Arlington for burial. 
The leaden skies that had stuttered rain throughout 
most of the morning had darkened by the time the funeral 
procession approached the church. A drizzle had turned into 
a heavy rain.
